We herewith submit the following report: 


ae ; 
The schools opened March 15,1911 with Miss Harriman, 
Miss Shedd, Miss Fosket and Miss Whitney in their respective 


rooms. 


Drawing continued under Mrs. Fannie A. Wheeler during 
the spring term and Mrs. Sylvia A. Wachs of Townsend, Mass., 


was engaged as musical instructor for the same term. 


On June 15th, closing ‘exercises were.held in Miss Shedd’s 


Miss Foskett’s and Miss Whitney's rooms. 


On June 16th, the graduating exercises were held in the 
grammar room. After the class exercises, H. 8S. Cowell, A. M., 
of Cushing Academy, Ashburnham, Mass. gave an address and the 


diplomas were awarded by Mrs. Ely to the following pupils:

Richard S. Ely Albina Fortin 
Sadie M. Gamlin Bertha E. Kirby

There was a good attendance of interested parents and friends on 


both days. 


For the tall term, opening Sept. 5th, an entirely new teach- 
ing force was engaged, all the former teachers having tendered 
their resignations. In the grammar room was Miss Carrie G. 


Keysar of Warren, N. H.; in the intermediate room, Miss Carrie 
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Lyman of New Castle, N. H., in the upper primary, Miss Mildred 
P. Harrison of Waverly, Mass. and in the lower primary, Miss 
Helene H. Parker of Geeenville... . . Miss Emma Southwick of 
Fitchburg, Mass., was engaged as music supervisor and the draw- 
ing was taken up by each teacher in her own room as Mrs. 


Wheeler was unable to keep on with the work. 


During the first week of the term all the books in the build- 
were thoroughly looked over. . . Many were discarded as being 
so badly worn as to be practically useless. Others could be ex- 
changed for newer editions. A sufticient number of the Went- 
worth-Smith arithmetic, one of the latest up-to-date editions was 
purchased to be used in all grades above the 2nd, in place of the 


Werner arithmetic which has been in use so many years. 


For new reading books there were added “Seven Little Sis- 
ters,” “50 Famous Stories Retold,” “Colonial Lives of New Hamp- 
shire,” and “The Merchant of Venice” to be used in the grades 
for which they were adapted. More copies of Blaisdell’s Physi- 


ology and Montgomery’s History were also purchased. 


The regular yearly enumeration of children in Greenville was 


taken in September by truant ofticer Wm."*H. Doonan as follows: 


Number of children between the ages of 5 and 16, 337 . 
Boys, 157 
Girls, 180 


Sixty-six (66) of this number have not attended school on ac- 
count of age or sickness. 


Miss Lyman resigned her position Noy. 7th and as there 
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were fewer pupils than usual in the building it was decided to 
try the work with three teachers, they, cooperating in the plan. 
Miss Keysar was given the 6th, 7th and 8th grades; Miss Harri- 
son the 4th and 5th and Miss Parker the Ist, 2nd and 3rd. The 


arrangement has worked advantageously so far, 


~ 


Pleasing exercises were held in all the rooms Dee. L5th, clos- 


ing the fall term. 


Our proportion of the expenses of No. 6 school in Mason has 


been paid as usual. 


There were 13 pupils in attendance at Appleton Academy 
during the spring term; 12 during the fall term and for the win- 


ter term 11. 


The schools have been in session 38 weeks, a gain of 2 weeks 
over earlier years. Only one half-day was lost owing to inclem- 


ent weather. 


The usual number of holidays have been observed: Fast Day, 
Memorial Day, when the children assisted in their customary man- 
ner, and the Thanksgiving recess. Oct. 20th was given to the 
teachers to attend the-convention at Concord, or to visit other 
schools as they preferred. On Feb. 22nd, Washington’s birthday, 
the schools were in session, but closed one day earlier at the end 


7 


of the term. 


Keb. 29th, exercises consisting of song and recitations togeth- 
er with those which referred to famous people whose birthdays oc- 
curred in the month of February were pleasingly given, in the 


different grades, closing the schools for the winter vacation. 
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The new laws on Child Labor which were passed at the last 
session of the Legislature are many and stringent. For the benefit 
of those who may be interested in knowing how a child who 
wishes to go to work obtains a certificate, we are haviug printed, 


the following sections from the Child Labor Manual: 


SEC. 10. The person authorized to issue an 
employment certificate shall not issue such cer- 
‘tificate until he has received, examined, ap- 
-proved and filed the following papers duly 


" executed. 


(1) The school record of such child proper- 


ly filled out and signed, as provided in this act. 


(2) A passport or duly attested transcript 
of the certificate of birth or baptism or public 
record, showing the date and place of birth of 
such child. 


(3) A certificate from a medical officer of 
the local board of health, or from a physician 
designated. by the school. board, certifying that 
the child has reached the normal development 
of a child of his age, and that he is in sufficient- 
ly sound health and physically able to perform 


the work which he intends to do. 


Sec. 11. No employment certificate shall 
be issued until the child in question has per- 
sonally appeared before and been examined by 


the person issuing the certificate. 


Sec. 12. Every such employment certificate 
shall state the name, sex, and date and place 
of birth, of the child, shall describe the color of 


| 
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hair and eyes, the height and weight and any 
distinguishing facial marks of such child; that 
all papers required by the preceding sections 
have been duly examined, approved and filed; 
that the child named in the certificate has ap- 
peared before the person signing the same and 
been examined, and that such child has been 
found to be able to read understandingly and 
_write legibly simple sentences in the English 
language. Every such certificate shall be sign- 
ed, in the presence of the person issuing the 
same, by the child in whose name it is issued, 


aud shall show the date of its issue. 


SrEc. 13. The school record required by 
this act shall be signed by the principal or chief 
executive officer of the school which the child has 
attended, and shall be furnished on demand to a 


child entitled thereto. 


Such record shall certify that the child has 
regularly attended the public schools, or private 
schools lawfully approved as such, for not less 
than 300 half-days, as shown by theschool regis- 
ter, during the year previous to his arriving at 
the age of fourteen, or during the year previous to 
applying for such school record, and that he is 
able to read understandingly and write legibly 
simple sentences in the English language. Such 
school record shall also give the date of birth and 
and residence of the child as shown on the rec- 
ords of the school and the name of his parent, 


guardian or custodian. 


Src. 14. The superintendent of schools or

other person authorized to issue employment cer- 
tificates shall keep a record of the same in a book. 
Such record shall contain a list of names of all 
children to whom certificates are granted, num- 
bered consecutively, together with the date of is- 
sue and the signature of the officer issuing the 


certificate, and such books shall be carefully pre- 
served, 


Sec. 15. All blank forms for records used in 
the enforcement and administration of this act 
shall be uniform throughout the state, shall be 
prescribed by the superintendent of public in- 
struction, and shall be furnished by the state, and 
methods of keeping the same shall be approved 
by him as being within the contemplation of this 


act. 


These are only a few from the many but are those which are 
especially allied with the work of the School Board and which 
they often have cause to refer to and explain. The extra work 
for the teachers in registration will be seen by referring to section 
13 of these laws. |
